We,  the  selectmen,  support  the  article  on  the  appointment  of  the 
police  chief.  State  regulations  are  so  complex  that  there  are  only  about 
three  persons  in  town  who  could  qualify  for  the  above  position.  With- 
out the  authority  to  go  outside  the  town  to  find  qualified  applicants 
the  town  could  very  well  be  left  without  a  police  chief. 

Due  to  illness  our  secretary,  Mrs.  Marjorie  George,  was  forced  to 
resign.  We  wish  to  thank  her  for  the  fine  job  she  did  in  the  past.  We 
were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mrs.  Diane  Charles  who  is  doing 
a  commendable  job. 

In  1979  the  State  forced  us  to  use  the  large  surplus  that  had  built 
up  over  the  years,  for  current  expenses.  This  created  a  very  low  tax 
rate  for  1979.  However,  in  1980,  without  this  extra  money  and  the 
inflation,  the  tax  rate  went  "through  the  ceiling".  We  hope  from  now 
on  the  rate  will  be  more  stable. 

We  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mrs.  Barbara  Reney 
and  Mrs.  Erma  Cole  for  their  help  with  the  tax  bills.  'Thank  you" 
Barbara  for  acting  as  deputy  tax  collector  while  Mrs.  George  was 
hospitalized. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  all  personnel  for  their  fine  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 

Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Business. 
Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  w\i\r\  Smol<ey 
Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to  check  the 
spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century 
before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our 
first  forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a 
town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law 
enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being 
kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his 
deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression 
is  shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
as  are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program  has 
given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United 
States.

Some  new  equipment  added  this  year  include:  two  new  V/i"  Pyrolite 
turbojet  nozzles,  a  new  1 500  gallon  portable  fire  tank,  a  new  V/i"  Wye, 
300  feet  of  1/2"  hose,  a  new  kit  for  6"  dump,  two  new  Scot  Air  Packs, 
and  a  new  radio  for  tank  truck.  Out  of  Fire  Department  personnel 
account  a  total  of  $829.17  was  spent  for  new  equipment  and  parts  in 
1980. 

With  so  many  people  burning  wood,  a  proper  installed  chimney 
and  stove  pipe  was  our  biggest  concern  this  year. 

Although  there  has  been  a  lot  of  apparatus  break  downs  this  year, 
all  equipment  should  be  back  in  service  by  town  meeting. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  19  active  Firemen  for  their 
hard  work  and  unusual  hours,  and  to  the  towns  people  who  have  helped 
me  as  Fire  Chief.

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DUMP  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  1980-81  period  was  devoted  to  active  participation  in  the  New 
Hampshire/Vermont  Solid  Waste  Project.  Springfield  was  represented 
on  the  Project  Planning  Committee  and  on  the  Consultant  Selection 
and  the  Technical  Review  Sub-Committees. 

Phase  11  of  the  project  is  virtually  complete  and  two  reports  have 
been  produced  for  the  1 5  Sullivan  County  and  1 1  Vermont  Participating 
Communities  covering  the  following  topics:  Materials  separation, 
recycling-incineration,  energy  recovery-land  disposal-regional  and  sub- 
regional  transfer,  and  transportation  systems,  etc. 

Springfield  has  succeeded  in  adding  consideration  of  ALL  alternative 
waste  disposal  methods  in  an  even-handed  manner  to  insure  that  the 
final  recommended  solution  is  the  most  cost/effective  rather  than  one 
based  on  biased  prejudgement.  It  appears  that  Phase  ill  will  be  ap- 
proached on  that  objective  basis  as  a  result.  The  Town's  participation 
in  the  Technical  Review  Sub-committee's  preparation  of  the  Phase  III 
scope  of  work  should  prove  useful. 

High  costs  (and  Taxes)  dictate  a  search  for  the  most  cost/effective 
future  solution  and  the  continuing  detailed  review  of  all  alternatives 
offers  hope  that  Springfield  can  participate  in  a  reasonable  long-term 
solution.  Bureaucratic  state  and  federal  over-regulation  make  "Going 
it  alone"  virtually  impossible  in  this  case.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  1980-81,  the  Planning  Board  continued  its  progress  in  providing 
the  Town  with  the  documents  and  other  material  necessary  to  guide 
future  growth  and  development  in  accordance  with  the  "Desired 
Future"  clearly  portrayed  by  residents  in  the  1979  questionnaire 
responses  and  with  the  adopted  Town  Plan  based  on  those  responses. 

In  February  and  December  1980,  the  Board  adopted  subdivision 
regulations  amendments  needed  to  implement  Town  Plan  policies. 
Those  amendments  are  designed  to  tie  future  development  densities 
to  the  capacity  of  the  natural  environment,  slopes,  and  soils  to  support 
growth,  eliminating  the  high  tax  costs  of  expensive  public  sewer  and 
water  supply  facilities. 

The  Springfield  approach  to  future  land  use  is  being  considered  by 
other  New  Hampshire  communities  as  a  prudent  and  effective  alterna- 
tive to  zoning  controls. 

During  the  past  year,  Board  members  also  participated  in  various 
regional  and  sub-regional  activities  including:  The  New  Hampshire/ 
Vermont  Solid  Waste  Project,  The  Sullivan  County  Engineering  Review 
Council,  The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  and  The  Little 
Sunapee  Watershed  Investigation.  In  all  such  activities,  there  has  been  a 
constant  effort  to  support  the  most  cost/effective  solutions  to  problems 
and  to  insure  that  Springfield  retains  its  options  and  right  to  achieve 
the  future  described  in  the  Town  Plan.
